THE WEEK IN CONGRESS. 


The Order in Which the Public Business 
Will be Conducted. 

WASHINGTON, September 14.—It is expected 
Senator Sanders will conclude his speech upon 
the conference report on the land grant for- 
feiture bill tomorrow, and that the report will 
then be agreed to. If it is then not too lato in 
the day, Mr. Sawyer will call up the anti- 
lottery bill, which has already passed the 
house. Otherwise, he will ask the senate to 
dispose of the private pension bills on the 
calendar, postponing the anti-lottery bill until 
Tuesday. Sofar as known, there will be no 
open opposition made to the passage of this 
bill. Mr. Gibson, of Louisiana, will speak in 
its favor, and if any opposition develops on 
the floor, Messrs. Spooner and Casey, the 
latter of North Dakota, will support the 
measure. But it is Mr. Sawyer’s hope that 
General Gibson’s speech will be the only one 


delivered. 

Following the anti-lottery bill, on the 
order of business adopted by the republican 
caucus, are the bills to repeal the timber cul- 
ture act, to establish private land courts, and 
for the relief of the supreme court and the 
labor bills. It is hardly probable that all these 
will be disposed of this week, but should it 
prove to be the case, rapid progress will be 
checked when the bill to transfer the revenue 
marine service from the treasury to the navy 
department, next on the programme, is 
reached. The bill has been discussed @ num- 
ber of times during the session, but opposition 
always prevented a vote. So far as known, 
the opponents of the measure are still equally 
determined that it shall not pass, andas the

An hour every day, under the order adopted 
by the seuate last week, will be devoted to 
consideration of bills on the calendar, to 
which no objection is made. 

IN THE HOUSE. 

The opposition shown by the minority in 
the house to the consideration of the Langs- 
ton-Venable election case, had the effect 
more strongly to determine the republican 
leaders that the house shall act upon that case, 
as well as upon the Miller-Elliot case. It has 
been urged upon the absent republican memes. 
bers that the party could hardly afford to 
abandon the colored republican contestants, 
after seating a numberof white republican 
members. A large number of telegrams have 
been sent to the absentees, requesting their at- 
tendance here, and if a quorum is obtained by 
Monday or Tuesday, it is their intention to 
dispose of the twoelection cases without ar- 
gument, beyond the forty minutes talk 
allowed by the rules in each case 
after the previous question is ordered. 

After that will follow the tariff bill. Al-. 
ready Chairman McKinley has prepared a way 
for speedy action upon the bill by his resolu- 
tion, endorsed by last night’s caucus, provid- 
ing for a suspension of the ordinary rules, and 
consideration of the bill by the house itself, 
instead of by a committee of the whole. The 
time to be allowed tothe consideration was 
left blank in the resolution, to be filled in by 
the committee on rules. It is the goneral im- 
pression that not more than two or three days 
at most will be so consumed, and that if a 
quorum is in attendance, the tariff bill will go

SECRETARY WINDOM’S FINAL ACTION 


The Government Will Purchase Ten Million 
in Four and a Halfs, and Anticipate 
Other Bonds, if Offered. 


. New Yorx, September 14,—Secretary 
Windom left the Fifth Avenue hotel, this 
evening, for Williamstown, Mass., to join his 
family. He received but few callers at the 
hotel during the day, and in 
the afternoon he announced to the 
representatives of the press the plan 
he had advised for the relief of the stringency 
in the money market. As a result of his con- 
ference with the banks, presidents and finan- 
ciers at the subtreasury Saturday, Secretary 
Windom said that he had decided to receive 
proposals for the sale of jours to the amount of 
$16,000,000, the proposals to be received at the 
treasury department in Washington at 12 
o’clock Wednesday next, noon. These bonds 
the secretary will purchase, if a reasonable 
price is asked for them. At the same fime 
Secretary Windom will offer to prepay for 
three-fourths of a year’s interest on the cur- 
rency securities. a 

The announcement of these offers will come 
from Washington over the secretary’s signa- 
ture on Wednesday morning, where it will be 
officially formulated. 

Secretary Windom said that it was not usual 
for statements of the above kind to be made 
before they emanated officially from Washing- 
ton, butowing to the anxiety of so many of the 
business community to know what was going 
to bo done by the treasury department in the 
premises, he thought it best to announce he- 
forehand, although it fvas Sunday, his inten” 
tions. 


THE CIRCULAR ISSUED. 

The following circular has been issued by 
the treasury department at Washington:

PREPAYING THE CURRENCY SIXES. 

WASHINGTON, September 14.—The secretary 
of the treasury has directed that arrangements 
be made for the prepayment of interest due 
January ist and July 1, 1891, on the bonds 
commonly known as currency sixes. The 
treasurer and assistant treasurer of the United 
States will, therefore, be instructed to begin 
prepayment as soonas the necessary blanks 
and stamps are received by them, which will 
not be later than Wednesday, the 17th instant. 
For all offices east of Chicago, persons desiring 
prepayment of interest on currency sixes may 
present them on and after that date, to be 
stamped in the same manner as in the case of 
the fours, and will be required to sign the re- 
ceipt prescribed by the department. 

hose residing ata distance from points of 
payment, who intend to forward their bonds 
to be.stamped, will save time by awafting the 
blank receipts which the department intends 
to mail to each holder, who is recorded'on the 
books. 
A BANKER ANSWERED. 

In answering aninquiry from a Philadelphia 
banker as to the net effect upon the circula- 
tion of all the treasury operations during the 
past month, the treasury department has pre- 
pared the following statement covering all the 
receipts and disbursements by the government 
during the period from August 15, 1800, to 
September 13th, inclusive:

Commenting on the foregoing statement, 
Geueral Nettleton, assistant secretary of the 
treasury, tonight said: 

“The item of ‘ordinary expenditures’ in- 
cludes about $19,000,000 of pension payments, 
checks for which began to be drawn Septem- 
ber 4th. This exhibit, supplementing the 
facts recently published respecting the opera- 
tions of the treasury since September 1, 1889, 
conclusively answers the mistaken assertion, 
sometimes. made, that the treasury either is 
now, or hasrecently been, engagedin absorbing 
and then hoarding the increasing amounts of 
money of the country, and the other mistaken 
statement that the recent measures adopted 
by the department to get money out of. the 
treasury and into the channels of business, 
have rne but little fruit. An excess 
of disbursements over receipts of neatly 
$44,000,000 in thirty days is the record. 

‘In addition to this accomplished result, the 
department is ready to disburse, if the bond- 
haldere will accept, about $10,000,000 under 
the secretary’s second call for 44s; also, about 
$26,000,000 under the offer to anticipate the 
interest on 4 per cents and currency 6s, 
and about $20,000,000 for the purchase of 4 per 
cents on Wednesday next, if tendered at 
prices not exhorbitant. This is in addition to 
the ordi current disbursements, and silver 
purchases.’

WHAT QUAY SAID; 

All Senator Quay would say, when seen to- 
night, was that in printing the speech as he 
did, Kennedy has shown himself a-coward in 
spite of his vaunted courage. He would say 
nothing further. The matter will probably 
come up in the house tomorrow. It 
ig said the Pennsylvania congressman 
will call attention to, the speech 
tomorrow by a resolution of some 
kind, possibly to strike it out of the 
Record. However, in this event, Kennedy 
will be heard from. He will spring his letters 
of commendation from prominent republicans 
all over the country, and there will be some 
very lively scenes. There seems to be 
no doubt in the minds of every 
one that: Kennedy has been used 
as a cat’s-paw in this whole matter by Reed 
and the force bill crowd, and they will proba- 
bly furnish him protection in the event he is 
attacked, These men are actuated by a desire 
for revenge upon Quay for defeating the force 
bill.

’There are more poker players among the 
United States senators than probably an 
other legislative body of its size in the world. 

Of the eighty-four senators not less. than 
twenty are experts at the great American 
game, and although few of them play for 
Jatrge stakes they play often. Senators are 
like allcther men. They sometimes take a 
drop too much to drink, and occasionally a 
game endsin a row. 

Some time ago five of the most distinguished 
members of the senate were engaged ina $10 
limit game at a well-known uptown hotel. 
A western senator had imbided rather too 
much ‘‘extra dry,’’ and was playing recklessly. 
He caught a fullthouse, and with it bucked 
against four queens inthe handsof a New 
England senator. The betting was lively, and 
the chips piled up to something over a hun- 
dred dollars on the table, when the New 
Englander seeing the condition of his western 
comrade ‘‘called.”’ As the New England man 
laid down his hand and reached for the chips 
the wild and wooly westerner yelled out that 
he had made up his hand from the discards 
and wasacheat. In an instant the New Eng- 
land man was on his feet, a chair was hurled 
through the airand came down with a crash 
upon the head ofthe western man, flooring 
him. However the westerner was upon his 
feetin aninstant and the two men grappled. 
Tables and chairs were knocked around pro- 
miscuously and the men rolled over and over 
upon the floor.

ERICSSON AT REST. 


The Body of the Great Inventor Arrives 


in ‘Stockholm. 


StockHoum, September 14.—The body of 
Captain John Ericsson was landed from the 
United States war ship Baltimore, at 2 o’clock 
this afternoon. The transfer was made with 
much ceremony. 

Upon arriving here Friday evening, the 
Baltimore saluted the Swedish flag on passing 
the forts. Soon after the vessel had dropped 
anchor, the Amorican minister went aboard to 
announce officially the programme 
for the ceremonies. The recep- 
tion committee, which inciuded three 
officers of the navy and four nephews of the 
deceased, met on board the Baltimore at§gl :30 

.™m. today. Speeches were made by Captain 
Behidy, ofthe Baltimore, in delivering the 
body to the American minister; by the latter 
in consigning it to Admiral Peyron, and by the 
admiral in accepting charge of the body. 

The remains were then transferred to a steam 
barge, draped in black and silver, which was 
commanded by a captain of the Swedish nary. 
The body was placed within a pavilion that 
had been erected for the purpose on the bridge 
of the vessel, to which it was carried by the 
sailors from the American war ship. 

The coffin was covered with wreaths. 
procession of boats then formed. First came 
Admiral Peyron and the captain and other 
officers of the Baltimore, a number of Ameri- 
can sailors, and then the catafalque. As the 
procession of boats moved slowly along, min- 
ute guns were fired by the Baltimore and by 
the forts on shore, while all the vessels in the 
harbor hauled down their flags to half mast. 

When the funeral barge arrived at the 
landing stage, the governor of Stockholm 
formally received the body, which was then 
borne by American sailors to the large 
pavilion, handsomely decorated in black and 
gold, which had been erected near the water's 
edge in the park. While the body was being 
carried to the depot, the bells tolied and the 
military, which were to escort the remains to 
the train, presented arms. An immense crowd 
assembled in and around the pavilion. When 
the coffin was placed upon the bier in the 
pavilion, dozens of wreaths and other floral 
emblems were heaped up around it. 

The services were very simple, —— of 
the singing of Swedish hymns and the reading 
‘of poems. At the conclusion of the services 
the body was deposited in a magnificent hearse, 
and the funeral procession was formed, in 
which were representatives of the king, the 
crown prince and the government, the Ameri- 
can ministers to Sweden and Denmark, the 
officersof the war ship, Baltimore, and the mu- 
nicipal authorities of Stockholm. In line was 
th ge of the king of Sweden.

It is estimated that 100,000 persons viewed 
the procession. Arriving at the railway sta- 
tion, where a special train was waiting to con- 
vey the body to Wermland, the birth place of 
Ericason, the remains were placed in a hand- 
some funeral car, heavily draped in black. At 
3:20 o’clock the train moved slowly out of the 
station. The whole ceremony was conducted 
with great solemnity and ¢ a profound im-

| DECLARES FOR TEE CONSTITUTION- 
| ALITY OF THE SUB2YLREASURY BILL. 


BOUNTIES AND LOANS ARE MADE. 


Which Furnish a Sufficient Precedent for the 
United States Government to Apply the 
Same Courtesy to the Farmets- z 


TALBOTTON, Ga., September 14.—[Spectal.] 
Court adjourned yesterday evening by request 
of a large number of our citizens. Govérnor 
James M. Smith remained over and addressed 
the people upon the political issues of the day. 

At 11 o’clock a large number of our citizens 
assembled at the courthouse. 

Hon. W. R. Gorman was elected chairman, 
and upon taking the chair briefly explained 
the object of the meeting. The subtreasury 
bill was the issue before the farmers, the bill 
had been pronounced unconstitutional by some 
of the leading’ men of the country. In intro- 
ducing Governor Smith he paid a fit tribute to 
Governor Smith as being an honest man: a 
man who had faithfully discharged every trust 
given him, and as a friend to the people. 

GOVERNOR SMITH SPEAKS. 

Governor Smith said: “I am here by the 
written request of a large number of your 
citizens. I am not a candidate for any 
office in the gift of the people, and 
Idon’t know that I ever sha:l bs. Iam nota 
candidate for senator. [f he was he should 
not leave the judicial chair to speak in his 
interest. He did not think a man holdinga 
high office should be going over the country 
speakingin his own interest. Iam ready at 
all times to do my duty to the people, to assist 
them all I can, and at any time and any way I 
can. I shall advocate no one for any office and 
I shall abuse no one, but will endeavor to dis- 
cuss the law bearing on the subtreasury bill 
and give you my opinion as to its being consti- 
tutional.”’ 

FREE COINAGE NEEDED. 

The principle of the alliance as to the free 
coinage of silver meets with a hearty espousal 
from allofussouth. The free coinage will, to 
a certain extent, check the monopolies called 
national banks. All arein favor of reducing 
the tariff.

THE SUBTREASURY BILL CONSTITUTIONAL.

The other # 
per cent of the people are the minority, but 
the minority has the money and is seeking to 
control the money. 

The majority should rule, but money, and 
not the people, rules now. The United States 
supreme court has decided that congress had 
the right to decide what money was. The 
mere coining of metal did not make it money, 
except by an act of congress. They further 
decided that “‘coining money’’ as specitiei in 
the constitution did not mean to fix a value 
only on metal. The government made na- 
tional bank bills and greenbacks a legal 
tender for most all purposes, and the acts that 
made these bills Were constitutional. 

PRECEDENTS REFERRED To. 

The government loaned money to the New 
Orleans exposition and to the Centennial 
at Philadelphia, and no-one claimed that 
the act of congress lending this 
money was unconstitutional; 8 Wallis, 12 and 
13 (Wallace supreme court decisions) says it is 
the duty of the government to furnish money 
sufficient for the wants of the people. 

The government establishes bonded whisky 
warehouses for the benefit of distillers and em- 
ploys agents. Whisky can remain in this 
house three years without the maker paying 
the revenue. If the subtreasury bill is uncon- 
stitutional, by forming a class, what good to 
the general public does this do? 

THEY ARE HELD TO BE CONSTITUTIONAL. 

Bounties are voted to persons, and were be- 
fore the constitution was amended. Dounties 
are given to steamships, and a large amount 
annually is appropriated for pensions. his 
money we are taxed to pay and get no benefit 
from. Ifsilver iscoined free, it will do some 
good, but then we have got no provision 
to bring the money south, and the only relief 
we haveis by the subtréasury bill or some- 
thing better. I feel no hesitancy in saying it 
would be held constitutional by the courts. It 
is only a loan of money for the public good. 
Not like pensions and bounties that go to the 
relief and benefit of individuals and no return 
is ever made ofit. But the money is loaned to 
the farmer upon ample security to protect the 
government from loss. —

The facts in the case are: 

About three weeks ago there died, in the 
neighborhood mentioned, a worthy pianter, by 
the name of Bryant Watkins, who, by hard, 
honest toil and frugal habits, had accumulated 
-considerable property and a sufficient amount 
of hard dollars to insure a comfortable living, 
for many years, had he but lived to enjoy it. 
As it is, his children and their stepmother 
will take possession, Mrs. Watkins No. 1 
having preceded her husband to the grave.

‘Just before the death of the oldgentleman, 
his daughter who had been faithfal and atten- 
tive tohimin his last hours, was presented 
with twonew and pretty underskirts, which 
no doubt have a history to be handed down 
from generation to generation. They were 
beautifully embroidered, and altogether their 
inake-up was unique and perfect. 

“The old man’s death soon came on, and the 
fate of these two garments were then and 
there sealed. 

AT THE BURIAL. 

“The day for burial was fixed, and a large 
concourse of friends and relatives followed 
the dead man’s remains to its last resting 
place. Amongthis body was the daughter 
who saw fit to wear one of her new gar- 
ments on the occasion.

WILD. 


A Mine Located, Which Is Claimed to Be 
Worth Twenty Million Doliars—

THE NEGRO MUST GO. 
The Maryland Law School Has Had Enough 
of Him. 

BALTIMORE, September 14.—Maryland’s 
law school has determined that it will admit 
no more colored students. Last year two col- 
ored students, Cummins and Johnson, the 
first who ever attended lectures there, were 
graduated with high honors. After their 
graduation, two more colored students, W. 
Ashbie Hawkins and John L. Dozier, applied 
for admission and were received. They have 
been at the university one year, and have been 
notified by John P. Poe, on part of the re- 
gents, that they cannot return. The white 
students of the law, medical and dental de- 
partments of the university sent a petition to 
the faculty protesting against the ad- 
mission of any colored students to 
the law schoo]. Mr. Poe says some 
time last winter a petition against the admis- 
sion or retention of colored students was laid 
before the faculty, signed by nearly all the 
ninety-nine students. The matter has been 
continually agitated since that time, and this 
summer, the regents, in whose handsthe ques- 
tion was left for adjudication, had held several 
meetings, and considered it very carefully in 
allits bearings. They had finally resolved 
that it would be worse to endanger the schoo} 
or-jeopardize its interest in amy way, by any 
longer allowing colored students to attend the 
schoolin the face of such manifest opposition. 
A number of students had left the school, and 
others had refused to enter because of the pres- 
ence of two colored men, and the 
school was continually liable to those 
losses so long as that state of affairs 
lasted. That was the chief consideration in- 
fluencing the action of the regents, and in 
view of their exceedingly low record, they did 
not feel it incumbent upon them to force the 
issue on their account. 

Hawkins is the principa! of the public school 
at Towson. Dozier will go to Howard univer- 
sity in Washington. 

Hawkins states that the action of the fheulty 
practically shuts him out of -all possibility of 
entering the legal profession. He is so placed, 
being a married man, that he cannot leave his 
present position to study elsewhere. 
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SUFFRAGE FOR WORKMEN. 


A‘Congress of Workmen Assemblies in Brus- 
sels. 

Brussev_s, September 14.—The workmen 
suffrage congress opened today. M. DeFres- 
sens was elected president. Five hundred 
delegates, representing 400 societies, were pres- 
ent. Among the delegates was Signor Costa, 
an Italian deputy. The congress, by a 
large majority. resolved to hold a monster 
demonstration in the chief town of Belgium 
on Sunday preceding the meeting of pariia- 
ment, in favor of universal suifrage. At the 
afternoon session, there was an animated dis- 
cussion onthe subject of a general strike. 
This resulted in the unanimous adoption of a 
resolution declaring in favor of the principle 
of a general strike, but the congress decided not 
to fix the date of the-proposed movement at 

resent. When the conference adjourned the

SouTHAMPTON, September 14.—All of the 
dock companies have decided on a general 
lockout until further notice.

Boaz, a fine-looking Oriental, 
s-bearded and bright-faced, the owner of 
the _tield, on, and esti- 
mating the value of the grain and 
gaiculating many epbahs So the 
gcre; and, with his large, sympathetic heart, 
pitying the overtasked workmen and the wo- 
men, with white faces enough to faint, in the 
hot noonday sun. But there is one woman 
@ho especially attracts the man’s attention. 
She is scon to be with him the joint owner of 
the field. She has come froma distant land 
for the sole purpose of being kind to an aged 
woman. I know not what her features were; 
but when the Lord God sets behind a woman’s 
face the lamp of courage, and faith, and self- 
sacrifice, there comes out a glory independent 
of features. Sheisto be the ancestress of 
Jesus Christ. Boaz, the owner of the field, as" 
goon as he understands that itis Ruth, accosts 
her witha blessing: ‘'A full reward be given 
thee of the Lord God of Israel, under whose 
wings thou artcome to trust.” Christ com- 
pares himself toa hen gathering the chickens 
nnder her wings. In Deuteronomy, God is 
represented as an eagle stirring up her uest. 
Ina great many placesin the Psalms, David 
makes ornithological allusions; while my text 
mentious the wings of God, under which a 
poor, weary soul had come to trust. 

lask your attention, therefore, while, taking 
the suggestion of my text, I speak to you in 
all simplicity and love of the wings of the 
Almighty. 

1. l remark that they were swift wings 
under which Ruth had come to trust. There 
is nothing in all the handiwork of God more 
eurions than a bird’s wing. You have been 
surprised, sometimes, to see how far it could 
fiy with one stroke of the wing; and, when it 
has food in prospect, or whenit is affrighted, 
the pulsations of the bird’s wing are unimagi- 
nable for velocity. The English lords used to 
pride themselves on the speed of their falcons. 
These birds, when tamed, had in them the 
dart of lightning How swift were the 
carrier-pigeons in the time of Anthony and at 
the siege of Jerusalem! Wonderful speed! 
A carrier-pigeon was thrown up at Rouen 
and came down at Ghent—ninety miles off— 
in coe hour. The _ carrier-pigeons were 
the telegraphs of the olden _ time. 
Swaliows have been shot in our iati- 
tude having the undigested rice of Georgia 
éwamps in their crops, showing that they had 
come 400 milesin six hours. It has been esti- 
mated that,in the ten years of aswallow’s 
life, it tlies far enough to have gone around 
the world eighty-nine times, so great is its ve- 
locity. Andsothe wings of the Almighty, 
spoken of in the text, are swift wings. They 
are swift when they drop upon a foe, and swift 
when they come to help God’s friends. Ifa 
father and his son be walking by the way and 
the chiid goes too near a precipice, how lon: 
does it take for the father to deliver the chil 
from danger? Longer than it takes God to 
eyoop ior the rescue of his children. The 
fact is that you cannot get away from the caro 
efGol. If you take the steamship, or the 
swift rail train, He is all the time along with 
you. “Whither shall I go from Thy spirit, 
and whither shall I flee from Thy presencc? 
df I ascend up into heaven Thou art there. If 
Imake my bed in hell, behold! Thou art 
there. If I take the wings of the morning and 
dwell inthe uttermost parts of the sea, even 
there Thy hand shgjl hold me.” 

TheArabian gaz@Me is swift as the wind. If 
it gets but one glimpse of tne hunter, it puts 
many crags between. Solomon, four or five 
times, compares Christ toan Arabian gazelle 
{calling it by another name) when he says: 
“My beloved is like aroe.”’ The difference is, 
that the roe speeds the other way ; Jesus speeds 
this. Who but Christ could have been quick 
enouch to have helped Peter, when the water- 
pavement broke? Who but Christ could have 
been quick enough to help the duke of Argyle, 
when, in his dying moment, he cried: ‘Good 
cheer! I could die like a Roman, but I mean 
to die like a Christian. Come away, gentlo- 
men. He who goes first, goes cleanest.” I 
hadafriend who stood by the rail track at 
Carlisie, Penn., when the ammunition had 
given ont at’Antietam; and he saw the train 
from Harrisburg, freighted with shot and shell, 
as it went thundering down toward the battle- 

He said that it stopped 
any crossing. They put down 
brakes for no grade. They 
held up for no peril. The wheels were on fire 
with the speed as they dashed past. If the 
train did not come up in time with the ammu- 
nilion, it might as woll not come at all. So, 
my friends, there are times in our lives when 
We must have helpimmediately or perish. The 
race that comes too late is no grace at all. 
‘What you and I want isa God—now. Oh! is 
it not blessed to think that God is always in 
éuch quick pursuit of his dear children? When 
a Sinner seeks pardon, or a baffled soul needs 
help, svifter than thrush’s wing, swifter than 
ptarnigan’s wing, swifter than flamingo’s 
Wing, swifier than eagle’s wing, are the wings 
of the Alinighty. 

I remark further, carrying out the idea of my 
text, that the wings under which Ruth had 
Come to trust were very broad wings. There 
have been eagles shot on the Rocky mountains 
With wings that were seven feet from tip to tip. 
When the king of the air sits on the craig, the 
Wings are spread over all the eaglets in the 
eyrie, and when the eagle starts from the rock 
the Shadow is like the spreading of a storm 
cioud. So the wings of God are broad wings. 
Ruth had been under those wings in her in- 
fantile days; in the days of her happy girlhood 
in Moab; in the day when she gave her hand 
to Mailon, in her first marriage; in the day 
when she wept over his grave; in the day 
When she trudged out into the wilderness of 

verty; in the days when she picked up the 
Sw straws of barley dropped by ancient’cus- 

m in the way of the poor. 

Oh, yes, the wings of God are broad wings. 

ey cover up all our wants, all our sorrows, 
all our sufferings. He puts one wing over our 
cradle and He puts ihe other over our grave. 

es, my dear friends, it is not a desert in 
which we are placed; it is a nest. Some- 
times it is a very hard nest, like that of 
the eagle, spread on the rock, with ragged 
moss and rough sticks, but still it is a 
nest; and, although it may be very 
hard under us, overus are the wings of the 
Almighty. There sometimes comes a period 
in one’s life when he fells forsaken. You said, 

Everything is against me. The world is 
against me. Thechurch is against me. No 
sympathy; no hope. Everybody that comes 
near ine thrusts at me. I wonderif there isa 

ad, anyhow!” Everything seems to 
€0lng slipshod and at haphazard. There does 
Rot seem to be any hand on the helm. Job’s 
health fails. David’s Absalom gets to be a 
reprobate. Martha’s brother dies. Abraham's 
Sarah goes into the grave of Machpelah. 

Woe worth the day in which I was born!”’

When 
yon longed for the grave-digger to do his work 
oryou: Qh, the faithlessness of the human 
heart! God’s wings are broad, whether we 
know it or not, 

Sometimes the mother-bird goes away from 
the nest, and it seems very strange tliat she 
should leave the callow young. She plunges 
her beak into the bark of the tree, and she 
drops into the grain-field, and into the chaff at 
the barn-door, and into the furrow of the 
plough-boy. Meanwhile, the birds in the nest 
shiver, and complain, and call, and wonder why 
the mother-bird does not come back. Ah, she 
has gone for food. Aftera while there is a 
whirr of wings, and the mother-bird stands on 
the edge of the nest, and the little ones open 
their mouths, and the food is dropped in; and 
then the old bird spreads out her feathers, and 
all is peace. So sometimes, God leaves us. He 
goes of to get food for our soul, and then He 
comes back after a while to the nest, and says, 
“Open thy mouth wide, and I will fill it;”’ and 
He drops into it the sweet promises of His 
grace, and the love of God is spread abréad, 
and we are under His wings—the broad wings 
of the Almighty. 

Yes, they are very broad! 
under those wings for the sixteen” hun- 
dred millions of the race. You Sav: 
“Do not get the invitation too large, 
for there is nothing more awkward 
than to have more guests than accom- 
modations.”’ I know it. The Seamen’s 
Friend Society is inviting all the sailors. The 
Tract Society is inviting all the destitute. The 
Sabbath schools are inviting al! the children. 
The Missionary Society is inviting all the 
heathen. The printing presses of the Bible 
societies are going night and day, doing noth- 
ing but printing invitations tothis great gospol 
banquet. And are you not afraid that there 
will be moro guests than accommodations? 
No! All who have been invited will not half 
fillup the table of God’s supply. There are 
chairs for more. There are cups for more. 
God could with one feather of his wing cover 
up allthose who have come; and when He 
spreads out both wings, they cover all the 
earth and all the heavens. Ye Israelites, who 
went through the Red sea, come under! Ye 
multitudes who have gone into glory for the last 
six thousand years,come under! Yeo hundred 
and forty-four thousand, and the thousands of 
thousands, come under! Ye flying cheru- 
bim and archangels, fold your pinions, and 
come under? . And yet there is room! Ay! if 
God would have all the space under his wings 
occupied, He must make other worlds, and 
people them with other myriads, and have 
other resurrection and judgement days; for 
broader than all space, broader than thought, 
wide as eternity, from tipto tip, are the wings 
of the Almighty! Oh! under such provision as 
that can you not rejoice? Come under, ye 
wandering, ye weary, ye troubled, ye sinning, 
ye dying souls! Come under the wings of the 
ag 5 Whosoever will come, let him 
come. However ragged, however wretched, 
however abandoned, however woe-begone, 
there is room enough under the wings—under 
the broad wings of the Almighty! Oh, what 
a gospel! so glorious, so magnificent in its pro- 
vision! IT love to preach it. Itis my life to 
preach it. It ismy heaven to preach it. 

I remark, further, that the wings under 
which Ruth came to trust were strong wings. 
The strength of a bird’s wing—of a sea-fowl’s 
wing, for example—you might guess it from 
the fact that sometimes for five, six or seven 
days it seems to fly without resting. There 
have been condors in the Andes that could 
overcome an ox or a stag. There, have been 
eagles that have picked up children, and 
swung them to the top of the cliffs. The flap 
of un eagle’s wing has death in it to every- 
thing it strikes. There are birds whose wings 
are packed with strength to fly, to lift, to de: 
stroy. So the wings of God are strong wings. 
Mighty to save. Mighty to destroy. I preach 
him—'‘‘the Lord, strong and mighty—the Lord, 
mighty in battle!” He flapped His 
Wing, and the antediluvian world 
was gone. Ho flapped his wing and Babylon 
perished. He flapped his wing and Herculan- 
eum was buried. He flapped his wing and the 
Napoleonic dynasty ceased. Before the stroke 
of that pinion a tleet is nothing. An army is 
nothing. Anempireis nothing. A world is 
nothing. The universe is nothing. King— 
eternal, omnipotent—he asks no counsel from 
the thrones of heaven. Le takes not the arch- 
angel into his cabinet. He wants none to 
draw his chariots for they are the winds. None 
to load his batteries for they are the light 
nings. None to tie the sandals of his feet for 
they are the clouds. Mighty to save. Our 
enemies may be strong, our sorrows violent. 
Our sins may be great. But quicker than an 
eagle ever huried from the crags a hawk or 
raven, Will the Lord strike back our sins and 
our temptations, if they assault us when we 
are once seated on the eternal rock of his sal- 
vation. Whata biessed thing itis to be de- 
fended by the strong wing of the Almighty! 
Strongerthan the pelican’s wing, stronger 
than the alabatross’s wing, stronger than the 
condor’s wing, are the wings of the Almighty. 

I have only one more thought to present. 
The wings under which Ruth had come to 
trust were gentie wings. There is nothing 
softer than a feather. You have noticed when 
a bird returns from flight, how gently 1t stoops 
over the nest. The young birds are not afraid 
of having their lives trampled out by the 
mother-bird; thefcld whippo-or-will drops into 
its nest of leaves, the oriole into its casket of 
bark, the humming-bird into its hammock of 
moss—gentle as the light. And so, says the 
Psalmist, He shall cover thee with His wing. 
Oh, the gentleness of God! Buteven that 
figure does not fully set it forth; forI have 
sometimes looked into the bird’s-nest and 
seen a dead bird—its life having been trampled 
out by the mother-bird. But no one that ever 
came under the feathers of the Almighty was 
trodden on. 

Blessed nest! warm nest! Why will men 
stay outin the cold to be shot of temptation 
and to be chilled by the blast, when there is 
divine shelter? More beautiful than any 
flower I ever saw aro the hues ofa bird's 

jlumage. Did yon ever examine it: The 
lackbird, floating like a fiake of darkness 
through the sunlight; the meadow-lark, with 
head of fawn, and throat of velvet aud breast 
of gold; the red flamingo tlying over thesouth- 
ern swamps, like sparks from the forge of the 
setting sun; the pelican white and black— 
morning and night tangled in its wings—give 
but a very faint idea of the beauty that cOmes 
down over the soul when on it drop the feath- 
ers of the Almighty. Here fold your weary 
wings. This is the only safe nest. 
other nest will be destroyed. 
prophet says so: “Though thou 
thyself like the eagle, and set thy 
among the stars, yet will I bring thee down, 
saith the Lord cf Hosts.’’ Under the swift 
wings, under the broad wings, under the strong 
wings, under the gentle wings of the Almighty, 
find shelter until these calamities be overpast. 
Then when you want tochange nests, it will 
only be from the valley of earth to the heights 
of heaven; andinstead of ‘“‘the wings of a 
dove,” for which David longed, not knowing 
that in the first mile of their flight they would 
ive out, you will be conducted upward by the 
ord God of Israe!, under whose wings Ruth, 
the beautiful Moabitess, came to trust. 

God forbid that in this matter of eternal 
weal or woe we should be more stupid than the 
fowls of heaven; ‘“‘forthe stork knoweth her 
appointed time; and the turtle, and the crane, 
and the swallow, observe the time of their 
going; but my people know not the judgments 
of the Lord.”’

WAS HE CUILTY? 


From The Portland Transcript. 

A few winters since, while traveling in the 
south, I found myself one afternoon in a little 
village, the county seat of —— county, Vir- 
ginia.

I’m a wheelwright, and have worked like 
a trooper all my life, till I found, at last, 
that I’d got something laid by, I had a wife, 
who was one of God’s own angels; an I hada 
boy an gal; twins they was, and we was the 
happiest family on earth. Heaven kinder 
seemed to smile on us, and the future looked 
bright. So things went on, till the children 
got most growed up. Nell was the prettiest 
gal in all the town, an ’twould bother you to 
find a smarter boy than Joe. 

‘By this time a young feller by the name of 
Frost come to teach our school, a nice, likely 
looking man he was, too. After he 
had been in town a week orso, he come into 
the shop one night and asked moif. I would 
board him, forhe didn’t like the place where 
he was. 

‘‘So I took himin, and, from the first, he 
an’ Joe was the best of friends, an’ aftera bit 
he begun to shine up to Nelliea little. I 
didn’t make no objections, for he seemed like 
a purty good feller, and I seed that Nell sota 
heap of store by him. 

“One morning ‘long in the spring, Frost 
didn’t come to breakfast, but, as he often went 
out for a walk early in the morning, I didn’t 
think nothing of it, ’till wife come in looking 
kinder white around the _ gills, and 
with a piece of paper in her hand.

All 
through the recital, the tears ran down his 
cheeks, his huge frame shook from the tempest 
within; his tones were now plaintive as he

My own eyes were wet, 
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| dled it with bullets. A mighty cheer went-up | 


from the throng, then turning to the jury, the 
judge asked for a verdict. In an instant came 
the answer, “‘Not guilty.” 

The following summer I was riding past a 
cemetery, just out of a village in Connecticut. 
Lying face downward, between two graves, 
was the form of a man. Passing the same 
way later in the day, I saw the man still i | 
between the graves. Hitching my horse, 
went into the yard and spoke to the man, but 
received no answer. Turning him over, I 
sprang back in surprise, for I recognized the 

“man I had on trial for his life the winter 
before. 

Wandering back to his old home, his work 
all done, he had dropped down between the 
graves of his wife and child and had fallen 
asleep; that long, deep sleep which no mortal 
voice can disturb and no human power unlock.

-In these piping times of 
peace, it is only unjustifiable, but 
unjust. The point to consider by those 
who desire the system to be perpetuated, 
is whether it is wise to cumber it with 
a plain and unegtivocal attack on real 
estate. 

There can be no other interpretation 
of the clause prohibiting loans on real 
estate. If the national banking system 
is to be operated in the interest of the 
people—if it is to receive the endorse- 
ment and the protection of the people 
in their law-making capacity—the law 
must be revised so that real estate, the 
basis of all property, shall not be out- 
lawed. For, after all is said, it must be 
conceded that the people and the gov- 
ernment are one and the same, 

It happens in this case that an

It is not by any means necessary that 
the national banks should be compelled 
to lend money on real estate security, 
and certainly none why they should be 
prohibited from doing s0. One extreme 
is as ruinous as the other would be. 
As the law now stands, those who de- 
sire to borrow money on real estate are 
driven into the hands of the shylocks, 
who are enabled to take advantage of 
the practical outlawry of land to demand 
exorbitant rates of interest. 

Tur CONSTITUTION contends that it 
would be entirely safe and wise to re- 
peai the prohibitory clause and to leave 
the whole matter to the discretion of 
the banks themselves. They would cer- 
tainly be as cautious in this as in other 
business transactions. Even if they were 
to refuse to make loans on real estate, 
Jand would no longer be outlawed by 
statute. There are some other points 
in Mr. Hill’s communication which we 
propose to notice hereafter. 


The Mannerless Sex. 

In a recent number of The North Ameri- 
can Review, Mr. Oscar Fay Adams has an 
article on ‘‘The Mannerless Sex,’’ which is 
said to have made a great hit at the north. 
The Boston Transcript says the article is 
very much talked about, and as it is an 
attack on women, and a very bold and bitter 
one, we can very well imagine that it tickled 
the very large class of northern men who 
are not very particular in their treatment of 
women. 

Mr, Adams’s bill of complaint is to the 
effect that women are impolite—that they 
have no manuers. Some of his descriptions 
are not only entertaining, but instructive. 

-He charges—speaking, of course, for his 
Own section—that the women take advantage 
of their sex to push themselves forward and 
be rude in many ways; in the horse-cars, on 
the railroad trains, in buying railroad tickets 

pnd in various ways. 

The curious thing about Mr. Adams's 
compli‘nt.is the fact that he never once per- 
ceives that Uis attack on the manners of the 
women is a sa Yage onslaught on the courtesy, 
or the lack of Courtesy, of the men. In

errtitled to it, Manners beget manners. In 
her inmost soul, the woman who has to 
stand up in a stféet car while men are sit- 
ting down, feels that her sex has been in- 
sulted; it is a natural and an instinctive 
feeling. 

No southern man ean travel at the north 
without being struck with the rudeness of 
the men toward the women. It crops out in 
a thousand different shapes and directions, 
and it secms to permeate all grades and de- 
grees of society. The amenities that exist 
between the sexes here—that fine courtesy 
that exalts and ennobles the women—are 
unkuown at the north, and it is small won- 
der that the women are rude to the men and 
impolite. Boorishness and coarseness invite 
rudeness. 

If Mr. Adams wants to reform the ‘‘man- 
nerless sex’’ of the north, let him first re- 
form the brutal and boorish men. 


Tight Money and the Tariff Bill. 

There can be nodoubt that the pressure in 
the money marketin New York, which has 
been continuous and embarrassing for a 
fortnight, can be traced directly to the tariff 
billand the attitude which the leading re- 
publicans have taken toward the importers 


_ ot the country. 


First and foremost the certainty that the 
McKinley bill would become a law, with all 
its most vicious features, has stimulated im- 
portation to an unprecedented extent. Im- 
mense cargoes of foreign goods have been 
landed in, or are on their way to, the ports 
of the north and east. In the mind of the 


| average republican congressman, the Ameri- 
| can importer isan enemy to his country, and 


deserves no consideration whatever, and this 
is where the trouble comes in now. The 
large importations that have been made under 
the stimulus of the tariff bill are in bond. 
The senate bill, as it originally stood, pro- 
vided that all foreign merchandise in bond 
at the time the bill went into operation, 
could be withdrawn only on payment of the 
higher duties. There was a unanimous pro- 
test onthe part of business men, and Mr. 
Aldrich submitted an amendment allowing 
importérs who had goodsin bond to with- 
draw them at the old rates at any time before 
November Ist, instead of being compelled to 
withdraw them before the 1st of October. 
No concessions were made on merchandise 
that went into bond after the Ist of August, 
the republicans beholding in all importations 
made after the lst of August the results of a 
trick to get ahead of the tariff Joss. 

Senator Plumb, who seemed to appreciate 
the situation, proposed to change Mr. 
Aldrich’s amendment so that goods in bond 
at the date of the taking effect of the tarilf 
act may be withdrawn therefrom at any time 
Within one year, on the payment of the 
duties existing at the time of their importa- 
tien. ‘ihis proposition was rejected, and 
this is one of the reasons why there isa 
pressure on the banks, and a tremendous de- 
mand for money. 

Other features of the situation are the in- 
creased industrial activity in the west and 
south, the necessity of moving the new crops 
and the movement of moneyaway from New 
York for that purpose.. These things, to- 
gether with the demands of the importers, 
explain the condition of affairs. There can 
be no doubt that the republicans are prepared 
to go into the wrecking business. 


A ey 
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To Save Railroad Employes. 

The railway master mechanic of Chicago 
has this to say about safety appliances for 
railways: 

We are glad to hear that the Henderson bill for 
the protection of employes and property of rafl- 
r adshas been reported favorably by the house 
committee. The object of the bill, as most of our 
readers know, is torequire the use of automatic 
couplers and brakes. The report is practicaily 
unanimous, ten out of the thirteen committeemen 
having signed it, and the other three being absent, 
but Known to be favorable to it. The bill was 
amended somewhat by the committee, but most 
of the amendments are said to be harmless and it 
is thought that the objectionable ones may. be de- 
feated in the house. 

THE CONSTITUTION not long ago gave the 
statistics showing the enormous loss of life 
and limb in railway service. The report 
also showed an increasing uniformity in 
gauges and cars, which will facilitate the 
attachment of safety couplers and other ap- 
pliances that will save life and limb. 


” A Fire Eater From Kansas, 

In his recent speech in the housein the 
contested election case of Clayton - vs. 
Breckinridge, from the second congressional 
district of Arkansas, the Hon. Harrison 
Kelley proved himself to be as bitter a 
partisan and cxtremist as the fire-eater, In- 
galls. 

This speech, which is published in full in 
The Congressional Kecord, isremarkable for 
one thing only—violent abuse of the south 
and the democratic party. It was conceived 
in the gall of bitterness andthe bonds of 
iniquity and its delivery was hot-tempered 
and lurid throughout. 

If we take Mr. Kelley’s word for it, the 
whole south must be in a state of open revo- 
lution; he telis us that there is no security 
for human life where the democrati¢ party 
is in power; that republicans are being as- 
sassinated every day in the year, and their 
slayers are rewarded with positions of honor 


and trust, and he canonizes the republicans 


of the south and says that ‘‘the blood of the 
martyrs is the seed of the church,’’ and that 
they should be avenged. We present a 
sample paragraph from his harangue: 

But the ciass of crimes we are discussing in 
some parts of the south are not only committed 
with impunity, the perpetrators, the criminals, 
not punished, but protected and in mfiny instances 
promoted because of their commission, and we 


have the remarkable and significant spectacle of. 
inen running tor office onthe democratic ticket- 


and advocating their claims for preference on the 
sole ground of being instrumental and energetic 
in having the republican leaders killed or driven 
out of the country. 


When Mr. Kelley made that statement he 
knew that it had, and has, no foundation in 
fact, notwithstanding his effort to group to- 
gether a few instances where republicans 
had. got the worst of _ election broils 
which they had incited themselves, In- 
galls, in his wildest ravings, never went fur- 
ther than this. 

This canonization of republican ‘‘martyrs”’ 
in the south is absurdly humorous. We 
have never yet known one who would lay 
down his life for his party; and if, perchance, 
fhey are worsted in the fight, they fall with 
the‘r facesto the—spoils, which to the re- 


‘publicans , form an incentive to party service. 


The sou‘ has had a bitter experience with 
these repulican ‘‘mariyrs;’’ they hare 
scourged her as with fire; they 
have'esaked their ‘feasuries; they have eni- 


straps, it is not to be supposed that the men 
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against race; and our past history proves 
that in nearly every instance where blood 


has been shed, the cause of conflict 
came from the.republican party. 

Mr. Kelley goes on to say that things are 
now bad in the south—very bad---but that 
they can be remedied, and that it becomes 


the government, which is. controlled by the 


republican party, totake the matter in hand 
before it is too late. The south has asked 


to be let alone, he says, but that will never- 


do: ‘If we lether alone she will continue 
to suppress free speech and a free ballot; 
to murder, assassinate, intimidate and de- 
fraud,” 

And then this fiery Kansan goes on to say 
that the invitation which the south has ex- 
tended the north to come over and assist in 
this development of her resources is like the 
invitation of the spiderto the fly—a trap in 
which to catch and kill northern men. 

The thousands of northern men who have 
made their homes in the south will smile at 
this lurid picture. It needs no [refutation, and 
would have none here, but fer the fact that 
it is printed in The Congressional Record, 
which has recently become a_ sensational 
journal witha wide circulation, and the 
publication of such sentiments in its col- 
umns may prejudice the minds of the ignor- 
ant and unthinking. 

Before Mr. Kelley invades the south and 
establishes a new order of things, we would 
advise him to go home and get cool. He 
has supped full of horrors and needs specific 
and immediate treatment, His case isa grave 
one, but not hopeless; and if takenin time, 
his physicians may work a radical cure, 

Salve and Satire. 

The Chicago Tribune sometimes goes out 
of its way—not oftener than once a year, 
however—to say a good word for the south. 
In an editorial commenting on the material 
growth of this section, it says: ‘The 
southern people have good cause to con- 
gratulate themselves on the improvement in 
their industrial conditions, the growth of 
their population, and the development of 
their resources during the last ten years, 
which contribute a new era in southern 
history.’ 

This is very cheering; but unfortunately, 
it is the only complimentary paragraph in a 
long and elaborate editorial. Our contem- 
porary immediately checked its good humor, 
after giving expression to the sentiment 
quoted above, and drifted off on another 
line, indulging in its usual cant about ‘‘the 
obstacles’’ to the advancement of the south. 

It seems to us that The Tribune might 
have found in the overwhelming record 
which was spread before it—the record of 
ten years of southern prosperity—matter for 
more cheerful and encouraging comment 
than it saw fit to indulge in. But jin one 
brief paragraph it dismisses the subject of 
the south’s prosperity and delivers a lecture 
on the race problem. 

The work which the south has accom- 
plished in the past ten years—to go no fur- 
ther back—-merits national recognition and 
congratulation. But in full view of this 
work, which is being doubled every year, 
The Tribune tells us that there are obstacles 
in the way of more rapid and solid progress; 
that our social economy must be reformed; 
laws against crime must be respected;. the 
negro must have free course and be glorified, 
and a host of other things must be done -be- 
fore the south can attain anything like 
‘solid prosperity.’’ 

But the facts are before the people, and 
the south is now in full enjoyment of the 
‘solid prosperity” which The Tribune 
paints on the sky of the future. We have 
placed the record before the world. Let it 
be critical, but just.

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LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE, 


ATLANTA, Ga., September 13, 1890.—Editor 
Constitution: While averse to newspaper notor- 
iety I hope I will be excused for saying & word in 
behalf, and in defense of the much maligned 
“National Banking System.” That portion of the 
public which receives its information on such 
subjects, almost exclusively through the medium 
of the press, has been s0 often assured of the ab- 
solute necessity for its abolition, that they natur- 
ally look upon it as an unmitigated evil, and while 
I feel unequal to the task of treating it in that ex- 
haustive and convincing manner essential to its 
complete vindication, lesteemit a privilege to 
call attention to its main features, which I doubt 
not will commend it, in part at least, to all un- 


prejudiced minds. 

Its friends do not contend that the system 18 
perfect, or that it could not be amended to the 
mutual advantage of the banks and the general 
public, but we do most earnestly insist upon the 
injustice done in the emphatic, sweeping and oft 
repeated attacks made on it in general terms, 
Would it vot be more reasonable to analyze the 
act, commend such features as are good, condemn 
such as are bad, and endeavor to amend it, 1f by 
such amendment the system can be approximately 
periected and rendered more subservient to the 

best intere t; of the general public? Let me 
enumerate here the salient features uf the national 
banking system: 

1. It 18 free to all without limit. 

2. There isan individual liability clause which 
makes each shareholder liable for the obiigations 
of the bank equally and ratably, and not one for 
another, tothe extent of the amount of their 
stock thercin, at the par value thereof, in addition 
to the amount invested in such shares. 

¢. They are prohibited from taking real estate 
security at h: inception of a debt, but permitted 
to take it in oid:rto secure a debt already con- 
tracted. 

4. ‘hey are prohibited from loaning more than 
10 per cent of their paid-up capital to any indi- 
vidual, corporation or firm. 

5. They are permitted toissue circulating notes 
to the extent of 90 per cent of the par value of 
United States bonds deposited with the United 
States treasurer, in no case to exceed 90 per cent 
of the paid-up capital stock. 

6. They are required to keep always on hand in 
cash, from 15 per cent to.5 percent of the total 
amount of their deposits. 

7. They are inspected once or twice every year 
by an expert appointed by the government, who is 
disinterested and has no counection or afiiliation 
with either the bank or any of its officials. ee 

8. They are required to publish 1e orts verified 
by oath of the officers,and attested by three 
directors, tive times a vear. 

These provisions, while compelling the bank to 
pursue a conservative course, are aimed to secure 
tothe public the best possible service, anil to the 
depositor the utauost security attainabje. It is by 
some said to be a monopoly, 
and as all monopolies are justly 
execrable, they jump on it with both feet and 
are themselves intoafever. But is ita mo- 
nopoly? We say it is not; that it is free and 
open to all without limit, It is the privilege of 
any number of natural persons, net less in any 
case than five, to organize a national bank. This 
beirg@trne, why do not more people avail them- 
selves of the privilege of this supposed profitable 
and pampered inonopoly? Simply |} @ ause there 
age not sufiicient inducements to embark in a 
business where they are restrained and hedged 
about by so many conservative restrictions, all 
imposed by the general government, with an eye 
single alone tothe welfare and security of the 

eneral public. The individual liability clause is 

or the purpose of aifording additional! security to 
those who may have dealings with the bank and 
by reason of such individual liability to indace 
the shareholders to give their best personal atten- 
tion to the conduct of the bank—to the end t! a* 
reckless and dishonest management may be pre- 
vented and judicious and conservative manige- 
ment secured. .This provision is regarded with 
such favor that our legislature in late years is dis- 
inclined to grant state bank charters that do not 
contain this provision, though some pow in ex- 
istence are without it. 

It is prohibited from loaning its funds on real 
estate mortgages. Why this prohibitory feature? 
We answer, the better to protect the depositor. [t 
isa fact almost universally admitted by bankers 
and financiers, that the loaning of any consider- 
able proportion of the funds of the bank on real 
estate mortgages jeopardizes tho interest of the 
depositors, because of the impossibility of realiz- 
ing proimptiy on such security in times of financial 
disturbance and excitement, and thus preventing 
a bank from responding promptly on such occa- 
sions to the demands of its customers. This 
feature, therefore, should be esteemed as com- 
mendatory, and in practice I think is so regarded, 
as evidenced by the greater confidence reposed in 
national banks, by the men yublic. Indeed, 
even without this prohibitory ciause, I doubt if 
any experienced. banker would voluntarily loan 
any considerable proportion of his funds on real 
estate security. Those availing themselves of the 
er to any great extent certainly would not 

free from apprehensions of inability to meet 
any unusual demand by their depositors. We do 
not contend that this restriction should be 
as absolute and rigid as it now is in the national 
bank charter. It might. doubtiess, be modified so 
as to permit, say of 331-3 per cent of the paid up 
capital being 80 employed, and this 
martial relaxation of the principle might 
nure to the benefit of a most wor- 
thy class of customers and work no dis- 
aster to the interest of the bank. But admitting 
that a change could be made for the better, is this 
a sufficient reason for Catnning the entire system? 
To ask the question is its own refutation. I am 
inclined to think, however, that real estate asa 
security is beyond the province of legitimate 
banking. It is a good security for loan Companies 
but not for banks of discount, depozit anc 
exchange, such as are organized 
to facilitate general commercial business. 
You would hardty think of purchasing a horse 
without examining his condition. You would 
wish him sqfind and without blemish. When real 
estate 1s offered as a security you must first make 
a personal inspection, and in consequence of the 
difficulty of atcertaining whether titles are good, 
you must have recourse to a lawyer or a land title 
company.» They investigate and furnish you w 4 
an abstract of title, for which you pay them from 
$10 upwards, Then you must tea your mortgage 
recorded and pay the fees for such record. The 
cost of personal inspection, examination and 
certification of titles, with record fees, make the 
transaction prohibitory. Forthisthe banks are 
not to be condemned; they would be unworthy of 
confidence and patronage did they not investigate 
the securities offered. 

The practice and the onerous interest charcea of 
mortgage loan companies now doing business in 
our state are sufficient to convince you of the cor- 
rectness of my position and to discourage any one 
from seeking to obtain a loan on real estate 
security except for a term of years. 

Will any one contend that the provision against 
loaning more than 10 per cent of its paid-up 
Capitai to oneindividual corporation or firm isan 
unwise one? I think not. It would certainly be 
inconsistent with safe banking to hazard a larger

The story of the great Athenian 
declaiming on the seashore, his mouth crammed 
with pebbles that he might improve his 
articulation and accustom himself tothe uproar 
of a popular assembly is the invention of a 
later age. It is probable that he received 
regular instructions in elocution, as was quite 
common in his age, but the old aphorism that 
the pvet is born and the orator is made, is a 
double-headed fallacy. Mo writer of verse ever 
got beyond the rank ofa poetaster without 
labor, and much of it. There is a vast stretch 
of distance between Byron’s ‘‘Hours of Idle- 
ness” and his ‘‘Manfred”’ or “Don Juan.”’ 
W ordsworth,in his** Early Lynics,’’which made 
him the butt of the English critics, was 
altogether a different being from the author 
of ‘Yarrow Visited and Yarrow Revisited.” 

So, likewise, the public speaker must scorn 
delight and live laborious days if he ever rises 
above mediocrity.

One of the room doors was found slightly 
ajar, and through the opening the officers 
caught sight of what appeared to bea blind 
tiger on a large scale. 

They pushed the door open and astonished 
half a dozen menkitting around|the room drink- 
ing and smoking. The establishment con - 
sisted of four connecting rooms fitted up with 
tables and chairs and other fixings. 

A regularly equipped bar was set up in one 
of the rooms, behind the counter of which Mr. 
John Johnson was presiding, decked out ina 
clean white apron and wearing a pleasant 
sinile upon his face. 

Three or four kegs of beer and innumerable 
bottles of liquor were in the outfit, 
together with a stock of cigars. A 
cigar box, used as @ cash till, con- 
taining $31.50, was sitting behind the 
counter, and several packs of playing cards 
were scattered on tables about the rooms. 

The whole layout was taken in charge by 
the police. 

A case was booked against Mr. John Johnson 
for keeping open a tippling house on the Sab- 
bath day for the purpose of retailing spirituous 
and malt liquors. , 

City cases were also made against the six 
men found in the room, five of whom were 
non-residents,'

Khey Resent the Assertion that South Caro- 
lina Was But Slimly Represented At 
the Grand Army Gathering. 


CHARLESTON,S. C., September 14—[Special.] 
Robert Anderson Post, Grand Army of the 
Republic, of this'eity, was instituted a year 
ago on the battlements of Fort Sumpter. It 
was the first white post established in this 
state, and its founders were highly applauded 
by the nowspapers. At the meeting a resolu- 
tion was introduced electing president Harri- 
son an honorary member, but it was with- 
drawn. 

The post is now at war with the newspapers, 
and last night adopted the following reso- 

tions:

THE REPUBLICANS ORGANIZING. 


A Meeting in Spartanburg Appoints a Com- 
mittee. 

SPARTANBURG, S. C., September 14.—[Spe- 
cial.]}—Ten months ago the people of South 
Carolina would have !aughed to scorn anyone 
who predicted this fall would find them in 
such 2 political muddle as they are now In. 
The farmer and his ‘‘movement” has made a 
stir, the like of which was never before wit- 
nesséd in this state, and still things go on en- 
tangling themselves more and more. 

A month azo, when every indication pointed 
to a split in the democratic ranks, it was con- 
fidently expected there would be a fusion on 
one or the other faction with the republicans, 
but for reasons sufficiently obvious the maturer 
judgment of the anti-Tillmanites has de- 
termined tliem to seppert the nominee of the 
late democratic convention. But the republi- 
cans, encouraged by the bitter feelings in the 
ranks of the democracy, have been making 
more strenuous efforts than ever before to or- 
gahize their party for a stubborn contest’ over 
some county and national offices. 

The secret canvass that has been made 
throughout the state culminated women in 
a convention for the election of delegates to 
the state and congressional conventions soon 
to be held. Whenthe delegates were called 
to order at 11:50 o’clock, there were seventy- 
five or 100in the courthouse, about half a 
dozen of whom were white. 8. H. Simms was 
made temporary chairman and A. Floyd 
secretary. 8. T. Poinver, tho lately appointed 
postmaster for the city, moved to appoint a 
committee on credentials, which -was earried 
after a heated discussion. This committee 
was as follows: S. T. Poineer, B. F. Bobo, 
Jack Gist, A. Simpson, B. F. Means and 
John S. Younger. 

After a heated debate, B. S. Means was 
elected county chairman. It was proposed to 
introduce Dr. J. F. Enson, candidate for con- 
gress, to the convention, in order that he 
might detine his position. He,was accordingly 
sent for, and made an addréss which was 
frequently interrupted by loud and long ap- 
plause. He was not, however, endorsed by 
the convention. Little other business was 
transacted on account of the bitter feeling 
manifested by the city delegates for those from 
the county. At times, during the four hours 
which the convention lasted, it looked as if 
there would certainly be a free fight, but the 
convention adjourned at 4:15 o’clock without 
serious trouble. 

The Republicans of Union. 

Unron, S. C., September 14.—[Special:]— 
The republicans of Union are organized, ready 
and willing to put 4a ticket inthe field for 
state, congressional and county offices. They 
held a meeting Friday in the county court, 
house, about 100 being present, forty being 
delerates from the varions. townships in the 
county. They expect to get.some aid from 
those who were opposed te Tillman, but as he 
is now nominated they will receive cold com- 
fort for the white people of the state, who 
rally to the support of the demoeratic nominee. 
It was a fight within the democratic lines, 
and they do not need republicans— 
which ey means » negro wy 
to aid them in thefr’ fight. he 
republicans have besieged one of the best, 
most popular and pushing democrats in the 
county to be their standard bearer for the 
county senate—to run as a democrat. 

He, true to democracy, that all true Caro- 
linians love, positively refused to affiliate with 
them. They expect to do wonders before 
and during the November general 
election, but will at the proper time find they 
were sadly mistaken. So sure are the republi- 
cans at a splitin the democratic party and the 
passage of the force bil] and a majority of the 
next house being republican, that it is the gen- 
eral impression there will be a republican can- 
didate for congress from every congres- 
sional district in the state. The con- 
vention yesterday nominated E. B. Daw- 
kins county chairman, Emanuel Littlejohn a 
delegate to the fifth congressional conven- 
tion; J. E. Harris, Nat Gondelock, R. H.

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THEY RUN THE NEGROES OFF. 


A Race War in a South Carolina Cotton 
Mill. 

CHARLESTON, 8. C., September 14.—[Spec- 
ial.}—A race waron a small scale has just 
been ended at a cotton mill here. The mill 

_employed about 500 operators. During the 
past year a number of negroes have been work- 
ing at the mills, and the number of them em- 
ployed has been gradually increased from time 
to time. In many of the departments the 
negroes were working and doing work that 
had always been done by white boys. They 
were employed as oilers and sweepers, and in 
other capacities that had been filled before by 
whites. The management was evidently en- 
deavoring to get negro labor in the mills grad- 
ually.. Two or three rows oceurred during the 
week and the war culminated ih a grand bat- 
tle, which was won by the whites, who had 
gradually ran off the negroes. Today the last 
negro employed inthe mill was discharged. 
The matter has been kept very quiet.

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| SOMETHING ABOUT A GREAT VINEYARD: 


People in the east who luxuriate in Cali: 
fornia grapes in season, have but little idea of 
the extent upon which this delicious fruit is 


cultivated on the Pe ' Evén when. 


eastern people yisit California, and behold 
with their own eyes the orchards and the 
vineyards tlierve, and then hear the 
details of their management and the story of 
their product, those people have difficulty in 
realizing the magnitude of the business; they 
are, in fact, loth to believe the revelations. I 
have heard frequently, in California, eastern 
people making remarks similar tothis: “Why 
has this country and. ite amarvelous resoutces 
never been. adequately or fully described ?’’ 
The fact is, the prudent scribe hesigates in 
attempting apy.description that is likely 
to awaken suspicion or incredulity— 
for to paint California justly demands 
extravagatice in pictorial language; and then 
again there is sometimes required a stretch o 
reason in beliéving the picture. 

The bulk of ali Catifornia business {s con- 
ducted on a scale unusual in the east. This is 
especially true in all operations where tillage 
of the soil is nocessary. The largest wheat 
fields and the largest vineyards in the world 
are in California. Near Sacramento City, and 
on the Amieri¢an river, is one of the most ex- 
tensive and most interesting orohards and 
vineyards in the whole state. The object of 
this paper is to give some facts in connection 
with the vineyard. 

To begin with, the property of the company 
—the ‘‘Natoma’’ company—embraces some 
8,000 acres of fine lands. Of this body, 2,000 
acres alone are devoted exclusively to grapes. 
The vineyard proper is divided into two sec- 
tions—one division is for tabie grapes, the 
other is for the wine grapes. 

The table grapevines occupy the lower lying 
bodies of Jand where irrigation is practicable, for 
the fruit on sale for eating purposes must be 
niacde as plump and as attractive as possible— 
a result reached only through irrigation. Wine 
gtapes do not require irrigation or watering of 
the vine to the extent demanded by the fruit 
that appeals as much to the eye as to the pal- 
ate. Successful grape-growers who cater to 
the wsthetic are those who know how to tempt 
the buyer through every possible point; and 
beauty in appearance of the viand is often as 
essential a consideration as deliciousness on 
the palate. To produce the greatest beauty in 
a California grape requires constancy or regu- 
larity in the irrigation or application of Water 
to the vine. 

If in the process of manufacturing wine the 
water bocomes necessary or desirable, it can be 
introduced into the cask much more easily and 
economically than in application to the grow- 
ing fruit through the tedious and expensive 
processes necessary in irrigation of the soil. 
Vast outlays are sometimes necessary in pro- 
ducing satisfactory results in the irrigation of 
large bodies of land. Frequently elaborate 
engineering and costly pumping machiner 
aré demanded. Many of the vineyards an 
raisin farms in California are irrigated by ex- 
pensive underground pipes, the water being 
applied to the vines from beneath. At other 
times the wateris forced by machinery into 
vast reservoirs high above the soil to irri- 
gated, and then brought out at pleasure in 
sluice ways, on the surface. In the valleys of 
the Sacramento are seen thousands of stupen- 
dous windmills pumping water from wells for 
irrigation purposes. 

At the Natoma vineyard water for irfiga- 
tion is obtained in sluice ways from thé 
American river, which runs through or by the 
vineyard a distance of some four miles. The 
name Natoma, itis said, was the aboriginal 
title of the river, now called by the modern 
appellation, American. It was along this river 
that the great California gold discoveries were 
first made in 1848 and 1549. 

AT THE NATOMA RANCH. 

In the vineyard here, there are in cultiva- 
tion about seventy-five varieties of the grape 
adopted as standard and reliable. There are 
about as many more undergoing experiment— 
their qualities being thoroughly tested before 
their practical values can be determined. On 
this ranch the maxim, “Prove all things— 
hold fast only to the best,’’ is put into strictest 
practice. Every year or so something now 
and valuable is added to the list of standard. 

One of the finest known grapes— one por 
sessing all the desirable conditions for wine, 
that is, sugar, flavor and color—is one 
of the rocently introduced fruits, the little 
insignificant berry called ‘‘Petite Bouchet,” 
a foreign importation which has _ stood 
all the tests of the California soil and climate. 
Wine srapes are usually small, and when 
thoroughly ripe and ready for the winter, are 
swiveled and unsightly, though they must be 
rich in saccharine and fiavoring matters. 
Sometimes the coloring element in a grape is a 
high desideratum, but not always, as in the 
case of grapes used in the manufacture of 
champagne and the white still wines. 

The ‘Petite Bouchet’ is the queen among 
the rich color-producing grapes. You can take 
a thoroughly ripened berry of this variety and 
with only a slight pressure between the thumb 
and forefinger, it will yield for youa ‘‘must’’ 
drop, a new wine of the richest and most beau- 
tiful red—almost like blood itself—and the 
juice is of a syrapy consistency, as sweet as 

oney, and of the most delicions flavor. While 
itis one of the most luscious and tempting 
of fruits upon the palate, it 
is not considered a valuable table grape 
on account of its diminutive size and the irreg- 
ularity of its bunching, and its general unsight- 
liness. But a Californian, who knows it, will 
often discard a hundred other varieties to get 
a feast of it. Whenthe berry. is thorough! 
ripened, althongh itisa shy bearer in Gab 
fornia, it will bear so much watering in the 
manufacting into wine that it has taken a 
verg high place among the best known of the 
wine grapes there. 

Two other famous grapes used in wine-mak- 
ingin California are the Zinfandel and the 
Mission. The latter has long been one of the 
most noted of the California grapes. It makes 
under different treatments a variety of wines. 
The finest ‘‘sherry’’ wine I have ever tasted 
anywhere is made from this and other Call 
fornia grapes. Butno California champagne 
has been produced‘wh:ich, in my judgment, 
equals the best impe tod makes. 

The Mission gr:pe has an interesting his- 
tory. Itis said that many years ago an In- 
dian woman rode into one of the old Spanish 
mission towns in southern California, and 
when she dismounted, she threw her ridin 
switch, a section of a grape vine, into a mu 
hole near by. From that cutting—from that 
switch, which took root and grew, there sprang 
the now famous ‘‘Mission grape.””’ The vine 
grew to be the largest in the world,in its diam- 
eter. A section cut from it was exhibited at 
the centennial exposition, in Philadelphia, in 
1876. The fruit of the Mission vine is a small, 
black berry, full of rich juice. The bunches 
are irregular, but the vineis an enormous 
bearer. 

The most reliable and at the same time the 
most popular and satisfactory of all the Cali- 
fornia grapes is the Tokay. This grape com- 
bines all the requisites of & good shipping and 
a good selling and good eating grape. It ranks 
also very nearly first-class asa bearer. When 
it is allowed to ripen thoroughly on the vine, 
it is delicious on the palate, having but few 
peprcene. Eastern people at home never see 
it in its perfection, for the finest bunches are 
not most desirable tothe shippers, they net 
more in sales in the home markets: : 

When fully ripened in irrigation, the Tokay 
is @ most beautiful and delicate red or pink. 
The vine properly Bee bears enormous 


fornia river bottoms, full of sea segiment and 
detritus. from ancient washings from the 
slopes efthe Sierra Nevada mountains. I 
have pulled specimens of this grape as large 
asa guineaegg. One bunch cut at random, 
measured by me, was 11} inches long, 6 inches 
across the face or diameter of the main bunch, 
and 154 inches in circumference of the bunch 
proper. These measurements do not embrace 
the large:shoulders growing out from the main 
bunch. This main bunch with the shoulders 
cut off filled to its fullest capacity a five-pound 
shipping box. Many bunches are gathered 
here weighing over ten pounds each, shoulders 
ine ast visiteditiad vi yard eatly in Se 
t vi vine early in Septem- 
ber.

Many nationalities are 
represented in this labor force. The superin- 
tendent is a German, and the bookkeeper and 


correspondent is from the Sandwich . islands. | 


There are many Italians and Portuguese, and 
others from the great vine-growing regions of 
the sonth and west of Europe. The great 
majority of the common laborers here, as well 
as elsewhére on the Pacific slope, are China- 
men. 


To tell the truth about the matter, the 


Chinaman is the only laborer that can be re 
lied upon by the employer on the Pacific slope 
to do the drudgery of the field or t 
ranch, and at living prices. The Chinaman 
18s to that section of the union what the negro 
laborer is to the cotton. ‘states of 
the south. White men won't do 
menial service on the Pacific 
slope except at the most exorbitant prices. 
The intelligent white man reaching that coun- 
try (and it is rare that any other kind get there, 
for it requires intelligence, energy and capital 
in soine degree to get from the older countries 
there)—the intelligent white person reaching 
California finds so many» other ave- 
nues offering temptations to genius, skill 
and industry that it is seldom the 
case that real. intelligence is forced into com- 
tition with the heathen man. The ordinary 
Jhinaman has a soul that never soars above 
the line of bondage or the life of the scullion. 

If the agricultural and horticultural interests 
of California. had to depend upon the white 
labor there, those interests would soon become 
bankrupt and ruined, You. can’t put low- 
priced products into distant markets with 
the high prices which white men démand 
for their labor in California. It is 
only since the introduction of the 
cheap Chinese labor into that state that the 
growers and producers there have been enabled 
to put the products of their soil into all the 
markets of the world, andin profitable trans- 
actions to all who ate called upon to handle 
those producis. It is the Chinaman—say 
what you please—that enables the New 
Yorker, or Bostonian, or the Londoner, to eat 
the cheap, delicious California fruits; and it is 
the Chinaman—say what you p!lcase—who 
enables the poor ranchman or laborer in Aus- 
tralia to indulge in California 
biscuit received in exchange for the products 
of that far away continent. Half the 
coal that is burned in California comes from 
Australia, across the Pacific ocean—sentin ex- 
change forcheap wheat. 

The Chinaman works for “cheap wages’’— 
I mean cheap in comparison with prices de- 
manded by the intelligent, white laborer in 
California; and in this one fact consists the 
great prejudice against, the great intense: 
hatred of the heathen man by the lower class, 
in all the counties of our Pacific slope. Itis 
not John’s . morals, nor his religion, 
that makes thé $almond-eyed = sinner 
so condemned, for the western man, 
wherever you find him, as & rule, can 
and will unmurmuringly stand a great deal on 
this score, even in himself. But when the 
_— of his labor has gone down from $5 per 

ay to 85 cents for the samé period, then it 
makes the white laboring man cry out, ‘‘The 
heathen must go.”” The politician hears the 
cry: ‘The white man is the votér; the héathen 
is not; and hinc lacrymez. 

Another fact—but I am not writing politics, 
forIl am simply stating business facts, eco- 
nomic truths, instructive to the’ student 
and the general reader—and however 
much I may personally regret the existence 
of such a condition of affairs in our country 
—Chinese labor can be depended upon. This 
much can not be said of the white labor of the 
Pacific coast, native or foreign, so prone to 
agitation., Nor is there any difficulty in se- 
curing, at a]l times, all ‘thé Chinese help one 
requires, and on brief notice at that. Another 
beauty of the Chinese-system is that you do not 
have to negotiate a. biggle. with .thé working: 
men themselves when you wish their labor. 

The great bulk of .the-Chinese:labor of the | 
Pacific coast of the union is managed by agen- | 
cles in San Francisco. There atesome half-a- | 
dozen of these agencies, and when one wants | 


any Chinése labor all he has to do is to apply | 


to ono of the companies; state éxactly what | 
you wish, giving the natute of your work, ac- 
companying with references. If the refer-. 
ences are’ satisfactory, all the men that are 
desired by the applicant are sent at once, and 
sent along with an interpreters. The latter re- 
ceives the instructions, and the heathen is put 
to work: Henceforth he::is an automaton. 
You do not haye te keep am overseer at 
the gate: with cither lash or threat. 
which is sometimes svorse than the lash, 
The heathen feeds and houses himself if 
desired ; and if-he gets sick, the employer is 
relieved of all responsibility. The Chinaman 
“‘no takee Amelican doctolin.’’ He doctors or 
conjures himself—if he can find a snake skin, 
a frog toe or something outre in herb. If John 
dies, his Chinesé brother buries him secretly 
or publicly under the cedars in the hills in 
sight. A few nights thereafter, under the 
silence and sliadow of the stars, the living 
brother exhumes the putrid corpse, boils or 
cuts the flesh all away from the bones. These 
precious relics are then boxed up 
and hidden away until they can 
be secretly smuggled off to the 
ancestral home in the orient—the occident 
there. I have seen in California hundreds of 
ym thus robbed of the dead Chinese bones. 
t is one of the greatest of all horrors to a Chi- 
naman to think of his bones being left away 
from the fatherland. To be buried forever in 
*‘Amelica’”’ is hades to him. And yet the Chi- 


“naman lies about this business, nevertheless, 


You can’t believe him when it comes to a dis- 
cussion of his pig-tail or the dead bones. 
Still he never bothers you about money or any- 
thing else when at work for you. He toils in 
all fidelity, and you pay his wages to the head 
man in San Francisco—promptly, of course, or 
your Chinaman is gone. That headquarters’ 
man isthe only fellow whose ‘‘ax”’ gets the 
good grinding in allthis matterof ‘‘cheap 
Chinese labor,’’ though you get a taste of it, 
my friend in the east, whenever you indulge 
in California pears, or California grapes, or 
California wines. 

The manager of the vineyard, I am now 
writing about, has acontract with his San 
Francisco agency forall the Chinese help he 
wishes at 85 cents per day for ten months in the 

ear. During the remaining two months—the 

usy season—the able-bodied heathen man 
demands and receives $1 per day. During the 
same busy season the white American or 
German formerly demanded from $4 to $5 
per day for his labor in the field. So you see 
what a blessing to the tiller of the soil in Cali- 
fornia the Chinaman nowis. He is not the 
unmitigated evil some of our friends pronounce 
him. He does your field work and your cook- 
ing and washing and your carrying of  bur- 
dens—all without murmur, and he never ob- 
trudes his opinion or his religion upon you. 
You need not imitate is morals 
which, to the good Christian, are very 
questionable ; you need not - 
tice his manners, which are not always bad, 
unless. you wish to. If you do these things— 
if, with ‘your professions of enlightenment, 
you socialize with this heathen man—do not 
put the blame and _ the reproach at the China- 
man’s door. Andif you play monte with him 
and find yourself beaten by heathen tactics, 
don’t take a chair or a club to the fellow and 
then rail out against his religion. 

It is not the labor problem alone which is 
the serious and émportant matter in the pro- 
duction of California grapes or California

torial advice—they “go west,’ westwardly

A small army of extra men were employed 
in the work of destruction. Three methods 
were put into execution. One was to drive 
the grassho — into the great water reservoirs 
on the huls, and’ then eatch them im 
bags in the sluice ways. In this manner 
the company was enabled to determine the 
weights of those destroyed. 

Another method employed was in scattering 
straw in the broad avenues between varictics 
of vine ortree. The pests were then driven 


| into the straw piles where they would attempt 


to hide. Fire was then applied to the sides of 
the straw rows, and before the grasshoppers 
could emerge millions were consumed in the 
flames. ; 

Again, the hoppers were attacked in regular 
onslaight—pugnis et calcibus—with knouts 
made of rubber straps fixed to a handie, A 
lively Chinaman could soon whip out his own 
weight in grasshoppers. : 

This warfare against the scourge continued 
for several days, but the vineyard escaped 
total destruction, thanks to the battle genius.

The Difficulty Which Surrounds the Ques- 
tion of Suffrage. 

Jackson, Miss., September 14.—Now that 
the mist of debate bas cleared away from the 
atmosphere of the constitutional convention, 
it may not be untimely to give a short review 
of the situation. The ditticulties that surround 
the suffrage problem seem to have increased 
with the discussion. The debate of the past 
ten days has_ developed a powerful 
opposition to either an _ educa- 
tional or a property qualification, 
and the delegates of the white counties are 
uncompromising in théir hostility to such re- 
striction of suffrage. They maintain that 
large numbers of their white constituents will 
Se distranchiised by the engrafting of such 
suffrage limitations upon the constitution, and 
a serious chasm in the democratic party ranks 
is imminent, if the Chrisman amendment, 
which embodies that idea, is carried through. 
The delegates from the black counties contend, 
on the other hand, that the question demands 
heroi¢ remedies. 

Four plans of settling the suffrage question 
have beon proposed, and neither one of the 
four has met with the preponderance of sup- 
port necessary to a harmonious adjustment of 
the question. The committee to whom was 
entrusted the task of nage aE | a suffrage 
plan, submitted a plan,. which its chairman 
announces did not reflect the views of any con- 
siderable majority of the committee, but rep- 
resented a basis of compromise, which was

JEWISH NEW YEAR. 


‘ Anniversary of the Beginning of Time by 


the Jewish Calendar. 
According to the Jewish calendar, today is 
the first day of Tishri—the Israelites’ new 


year. 
Several services were held in the synagogue, 


yesterday, appropriate to the character of the 


occasion. 

Just ten days from the Hebrew New Year, 
comes Tom Kippur, or the day of atonement, 
the most solemn of all Jewish feasts. 

It will be observed by Israelites all over the 
world, by fasting and prayer. 

The Jewish New Year, which was celebrated 
yesterday, is reckoned from the creation of the 
world, and is weleomed by all Israel in the 
honses of worship, andin the family circles 
with due reverence, rejoicing and thanksgiv- 
ing. No doubt, a'so, teags of anguish will min- 
gie with tears of joy, for ho year passes with- 
out leavinga wound in many a_ heart. This, 
however, intensifies the solemnity of the day 
by teaching most impressively that evanescent 
and fleeting are the joys of life, filling the 
heart with feelings and emotions of holiness. 
The day of atonement, as it is called, was 
the day on Which the high priest, while serv- 
ing in the temple of Mount Moriah, was per- 
mitted to enter the sanctum sanctorum and 
pronounce the name of Jehovah, after he had 
made atonement for himself, his household and 
all Israel. 

The original prayer as offered up by the 
hizh priest on atonement day, is as follows: 

“May it be Thy will, Oh God, our Lord and 
God of our fathers, that the coming year may 
be unto ns and allthy children a year that 
opens thy goodly stores; a year of abundance 
and of blessing ; a year of good decrees of Thee ; 
a year rich in corn, wine and oil; a year 
of freedom, prosperity and righteousness; 
a year of happy life, of dew, of rain and 
sunshine in due season; a year whose fruits 
shall be healthy; a year of remission to ali our 
iniquities and of blessing in coming in and 
going out; a year of mercy; ayearof peace 
and security; a year of liberty and salvation. 
redemption and consolation. Let it be a year 
that Thy people shall not need each other’s 
assistance and bless their work.”

STATE OF GEORGIA—EXECUTIVE Dep't, 
ATLANTA, Ga., August 4, 1890, 

\ HEREAS, THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OP 

1889 passed the following act in accordanes 
with the requirements of the constitution, towit; 
“An act to amend Art. 7, Sec. 1, Par. 1, of the con- 
stitution of 1877, and the act of 1885, amendatory 
thereof, So as to.include widows of confederate 
soldiers in the aid therein extended, and for other 
purposes. 

SEcTION 1. Be itenacted by the general assembly 
of the state of Georgia, That the act of 1885, ap- 
proved October 19, 1885, amending article 7, see. 
tion 1, paragraph 1, of the constitution of 1877, be 
and the same is hereby amended by adding 
thereto and at the end of said act the following 
words: ‘And for the widows of said confederate 
soldiers as may have died in the service of the 
confederate states, or since from wounds received 
therein or diseases contracted in the service; pro- 
vided, that this act shall only apply to such persons 
as were married at the time of such service and 
have remained unmarried since the deathof such 
soldier husband, so that said article 7, section 1], 
paragraph 1, of the constitution of 1877, and the 
act amendatory thereof, shall read as follows: 
“To supply tle soldiers who lost a limb or limbsin 
the military service of the confederate states with 
substantial artificial limbs during life,and to 
make suitable provision for such confederate 
soldiers as may have otherwise been disabied or 
permanently injured in such service; and for the 
widows of such confederate soldiers as may have 
died in the service of the confederate states, or 
since from wounds received therein, or disease 
contracted in the service. 

Provided, That this act shall only appiy to sueh 
widows as were married at the time of the service 
and have remained unmarried since the death of 
such soldier husband. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted, That if this 
amendment shall be agreed to by two-thirds of 
the members elected to each of the two houses, 
the same shall be entered on their journals with 
yeas and nays taken thereon and the poveasay 
shall cause said amendments to be publi 
one or more newspapers in each congressional 
district for two (2) months previous to the next 
general election, and the same shall be submit<- 
ted to the people at next general election, and 
the lega! voters at the next said general election 
shall have imscribed or printed on their tickets 
the word “Ratification” or “‘Non-ratification,” as 
they may choose to vote, and if a majority of the 
electors qualified to vote for members of the 

eneral assembly voting therein shall vote in 

avor of ‘ratification,’’ then this amendment 
shall become a part of said article 7, section 1 
paragraph 1, of the constitution of the state, and 
the said acts of 1885, amendatory thereof, and the 
governor shall make proclamation thereof.” 

Sec. 3. Be it further enacted, That all laws and 
parts of laws in conflict with this act be, and the 
Same are hereby repealed.”’ 

Approved November 4, 1889. 

Now, therefore, I, John B. Gordon, governor of 
said state, do issue this, my proclamation, hereby 
declaring that the foregoing proposed amendment 
to the constitution is hereby submitted for ratifi- 
cation or rejection to the voters of the state at the
